The  operating  ratios  for  each  grouping  of  banks  in  the  District  table 
are  presented  as  averages  (a)  for  all  banks  in  the  group,  (b)  for  the  50 
per  cent  of  the  banks  with  the  highest  ratios  of  net  current  earnings  to 
capital  accounts,  and  (c)  for  the  25  per  cent  of  the  banks  with  the  highest 
such  ratios.  Thus,  each  bank  may  compare  its  ratios  not  only  with  the 
average  ratios  of  all  banks  in  its  size  group,  but  also  with  the  average 
ratios  of  the  higher-earning  banks. 


At  the  end  of  the  booklet,  a  summary  table  is  included  which  shows 
the  ratios  of  all  District  member  banks  by  years  since  1947.  Examination 
of  these  data  will  aid  in  studying  some  of  the  longer-term  trends  in  Dis¬ 
trict  banking  and  will  give  perspective  to  recent  changes  in  summary  ratios.

COMMENT  AND  INTERPRETATION 


This  year’s  operating  ratio  statement  contains 
/-  some  additional  data  that  may  facilitate  evaluation 
of  bank  operating  results.  In  line  with  recent 
changes  in  the  earnings  and  dividends  report,  a 
more  detailed  breakdown  is  given  of  expense  items 
as  a  per  cent  of  total  operating  revenue.  “Fringe- 
benefit”  type  expenses  are  now  segregated  from 
regular  wage  and  salary  payments,  and  net  occu¬ 
pancy  expenses — which  were  formerly  included  in 
other  items — are  now  shown  separately.  The  three 
major  categories  of  outlays — wage  and  salary  pay¬ 
ments,  interest  on  time  and  savings  deposits,  and 
all  other  expenses — are  also  shown  for  the  first 
time  as  a  per  cent  of  total  assets. 

A  new  section  has  been  added  to  the  tabular  ma¬ 
terial  to  display  the  distribution  of  loans  by  major 
classes.  These  data  may  assist  individual  banks  in 
determining  whether  their  revenue  and  expense 
ratios  differ  from  the  average  for  banks  of  similar 
size  because  of  differences  in  loan  structure. 

Net  current  earnings  as  a  per  cent  of  total  assets 
declined  somewhat  in  1961  at  member  banks  in  the 
Tenth  Federal  Reserve  District  but  remained  at  a 
higher  level  than  in  any  postwar  year  except  1959 
and  1960.  The  drop  was  due  principally  to  lower 
rates  of  return  on  bank  earning  assets  that  accom¬ 
panied  the  generally  reduced  level  of  market  rates 
of  interest  prevailing  during  1961.  Average  rates  of 
return  on  Treasury  securities  fell  from  3.47  per 
cent  in  1960  to  3.30  per  cent  in  1961;  on  loans,  the 
reduction  was  from  6.79  per  cent  to  6.59  per  cent. 


As  a  result  of  these  declines  in  rates  of  return 
on  earning  assets,  gross  operating  revenue  slipped  to 
4.36  per  cent  of  total  assets — down  .08  percentage 
points  from  the  previous  year.  The  reduction  in 
gross  earnings  rates  would  have  been  larger  but 
for  the  alteration  in  the  composition  of  loans  and 
investments  towards  assets  with  greater  earning 
power.  Bank  loans  increased  as  a  per  cent  of  total 
assets,  while  the  per  cent  of  assets  in  the  form  of 
Treasury  securities  was  reduced. 

The  rise  in  operating  expenses  as  a  per  cent  of 
assets  was  very  small  during  1961 — the  smallest  of 
any  recent  year.  Moderation  in  the  growth  of  ex¬ 
pense-asset  ratios  is  to  be  expected  in  years  that 
witness  rapid  expansion  of  bank  deposits  and  bank 
assets.  Even  after  that  fact  is  taken  into  account, 
last  year’s  increase,  nevertheless,  seems  unusually 
small  and  represents  a  distinct  departure  from  post¬ 
war  experience. 

Net  profits  after  taxes  as  a  per  cent  of  capital 
fell  to  9.0  per  cent  last  year,  in  line  with  the  reduc¬ 
tion  in  net  current  operating  income.  Comparisons 
among  the  states  indicate  that  banks  in  the  western 
states  of  Colorado,  New  Mexico,  and  Wyoming  en¬ 
joyed  the  highest  ratios  of  aftertax  profits  to  capital. 
Differences  among  the  states  were  not,  however, 
unusually  large,  ranging  from  8.4  per  cent  at  banks 
in  Kansas  to  9.6  per  cent  at  banks  in  the  three 
western  states.  The  higher  rates  of  return  in  Colo¬ 
rado,  New  Mexico,  and  Wyoming  reflected  ratios  of 
capital  to  assets  that  were  considerably  below  the 
District  average.

TO  MEMBER  BANKS  IN  THE

The  condition  and  earnings  ratios  of  member  banks  in  the  Tenth 
District  covering  operating  results  in  1961  are  presented  in  the  following 
pages. 

Operating  ratios  for  all  District  member  banks  combined  appear  in 
the  first  table,  and  the  ratios  for  member  banks  by  states  appear  in  suc¬ 
ceeding  tables.  Ratios  for  Kansas,  Nebraska,  and  Oklahoma  are  presented 
separately,  while  those  for  the  three  western  states,  Colorado,  New  Mexico, 
and  Wyoming,  are  combined  into  a  single  table.  Ratios  for  banks  in  the 
latter  three  states  are  not  shown  separately  because  there  are  not  enough 
banks  to  permit  valid  comparisons  in  the  various  size  classifications.  For 
the  same  reason,  the  ratios  of  banks  in  the  Tenth  District  portion  of  Mis¬ 
souri  are  not  tabulated  separately  but  are  included  in  the  District  summary 
table. 

The  operating  ratios  presented  here  are  unweighted  arithmetical 
averages  of  ratios  of  individual  banks,  not  the  ratios  of  dollar  aggregates 
of  the  banks.  Thus,  each  bank  regardless  of  size  has  the  same  importance 
in  determining  the  average  ratios.  The  asset  and  liability  items  used  in 
computing  the  1961  operating  ratios  are  arithmetical  averages  of  the  fig¬ 
ures  for  these  items  in  the  call  reports  of  December  31,  1960,  June  30,  1961, 
and  September  27,  1961 ;  the  earnings  and  expense  figures  used  are  those 
submitted  by  each  bank  in  its  report  of  earnings  and  expenses  for  the 
calendar  year  1961.
